(J. G. Waite thought this difficulty 
could be met by sending honest men 
to Washington, Frank Smock thought 
auoh a remedy would be ample and 
would insure the ssfety of the postal 
savings bank system. 
He believed

The glory consisted in the trophies 
of the battlefield.

The regiment was then in brigade 
‘With Hood’s Texans, a famous band of 
fighters that carried off the honors that 
day by piercing the Federal center and 
deciding tho battle. Hood’s charge at 
Gaines Mill was the first brilliant and 
successful feat of the kind on the bat­ 
tlefields of the Potomac. The day was 
going against Lee when the Texans were 
ordered in to start something. Every­ 
where in Lee’s front were lines of breast­ 
works aud 
batteries planted upon 
ridges, only to be approached across 
wide and swampy ravines. In front of 
Hood at the bottom bed of a ravine ran 
a deep creek with scarped banks an­ 
swering admirably for a ditch. Beyond 
it was a breastwork heavily manned, 
and above that near the crest another 
breastwork manned with infantry and 
several well served guns. The slope was 
covered with thin timber, screening the 
Federals from view, but enabling them 
to see the charging enemy. 
Led by Hood in person, the Fourth 
Texas and Eighteenth Georgia together 
rushed on through the ravine over 
ditch and breastwork up the hill into ! 
the batteries and swarming infantry, 
but leaving a bloody trail behind them. 
Colonel Marshall of the Fourth was 
killed instantly, but General Hood and 
Colonel Rutf of the Eighteenth Georgia 
escaped. 
Fourteen cannon were cap­ 
tured in the charge, and nine of them 
credited to the Georgians. 
Gaines Mill might have had a differ­ 
ent history if the attack of Hood at the 
center had been delayed or had failed. 
Re-enforcements for the Federal line 
were within hail, but the rush of the 
Texans over the works in full view of 
the army almost caused a panic, for the 
Federals were largely outnumbered all 
over the field. 
The Eighteenth was spared further 
slaughter throughout the seven days’ 
battles, although it was engaged several 
times. Its next bloody affair was w ith 
the Texans at second Manassas. In that 
battle Hood commanded one of Long- 
street’s divisions and was in the thick 
of the fighting which saved Jackson 
from destruction on Aug. 29 and 30. 
Overboldness had placed Jackson in a 
trap, and Longstreet saved him on both 
days. After dark set in on the 29th the 
regiment, led by Colonel 
Wofford, [ 
charged a ravine held by Hatch’s bri­ 
gade, drove the enemy and captured a 
trophy in f i e shape of a battleflag be­ 
longing to the Twenty-fourth New 
York. 
Next day came the tug of war to de­ 
cide who should hold Manassas. Jack­ 
son was being overwhelmed by Pope 
and Fitz-John Porter’s corps came up 
on the flank of Jackson to give the fin­ 
ishing stroke when Hood’s division, led 
by the Texan brigade, dashed into the 
flank of Porter. 
The Georgians ran 
against the Tenth New York zouaves, 
skirmishing in front of the Fifth New 
York zouaves, the two regiments con­ 
stituting General Warren’s demibri- 
gade. Warren was in support of Haz- 
litt’s battery, the bulwark then of Por­ 
ter’s flank and of the flank of the army. 
The Tenth New York held its ground 
until overrun, then in pursuit, cheered 
by the capture of the flag of the Tenth 
by Private William Kay, the Georgians 
rushed upca Duryea’s sturdy zouaves, 
the Fifth New York. 
The Duryeas had had warning and 


a s Wofford marcnea in t o too corn 
from the west two Federal divisions un­ 
der Williams and Crawford started in 
from the north side of the field.

wood on tho north, aud Green’s divi­ 
sion at tho moment of collision charged 
from the east wood westward, meeting 
Hood’s dauntless soldiers at anus’ 
length. Hood’s line facing north was 
buffeted back by Williams, Crawford 
and the batteries and that portion mov­ 
ing east was broken into fragments by 
Green’s resistless masses. 
Although it wras a hopeless fight the 
Texans, Georgians and others that had 
followed turned upon the enemy, first 
one way aud then another, wherever a 
Federal flag waving in the corn or a 
shower of grape mowing a swath of 
cornstalks gave sign of the enemy's 
presence. The Union artillerists, hav­ 
ing a clear sweep of the cornfield, held 
their fire until the awful harvest was 
ready for the sickle. Slaughter so sud­ 
den and terrible as that visited upon 
Hood’s men, aud Wofford’s Texans in 
particular, was never known. In the 
First Texas, which formed Wofford’s 
center on the flank of the Eighteenth, 
186 men were shot down ont of 226 in 
the ranks. The Eighteenth lost 90 kill­ 
ed and wounded. The cornfield had 
proved a trap to both sides alike, but in 
the end the Confederates got the worst 
of it. Hood’s men left a row of dead 
along the east wood and upon the north­ 
ern border of the field. 
I 
Before the next battle the Eighteenth 
was taken from the old Texan brigade 
and assigned to Cobb’s Georgia brigade, 
a change that gave it the post of honor 
again at Fredericksburg. Cobb’s Geor­ 
gians held the memorable stone wall, 
from behind which came that leaden 
hail which mowed down the columns of i 
French and Hancock when they at­ 
tempted to scale the slope of Marye’s 
Heights, in December, 1862. 
General 
Cobb was killed while inciting his 
Georgians to their terrible work. A 
chronicler of the Eighteenth who was 
present that day declared that every 
member of the regiment killed his man 
there and wounded many more. 
In the battle of Chancellorsville the 
Eighteenth took its fortunes and its 
punishment in the regular line of battle 
when it charged the Federal works on 
Sunday, May 3. In less than an hour 
and. a half the regiment lost IOO men 
killed and wounded. The fallen leader ! 
Cobb was succeeded by Colonel Wofford, j 
who led the brigade to Gettysburg and 
took part in the assault made on July 2 < 
under Longstreet’s direction at the peach ! 
orchard. Wofford’s line advanced at the . 
first signal for the charge straight upon j 
the Federal batteries in the famous sa- I 
lieut angle. The Federal line was soon ! 
broken and driven from the field, aud 
the Eighteenth escaped with the small- ( 
est loss on any hard fought field. Its 
total casualties were 40. 
From the time of its transfer from 
the Texan brigade to the Georgia bri­ 
gade the Eighteenth had served in Mc- 
Law’s division and after Gettysburg 
went to Tennessee with that command. 
A turn of the tables for Fredericksburg 
was given when with McLaw's doomed 
columns it charged the deadly bastion 
at Fort Sanders, in front of Knoxville, 
on Nov. 28, 1863. As a preparation to 
meet that attack the Federals had 
stretched telegraph wire around some 
stumps in front of the work, and when 
the Georgians and Mississippians, 3,000 
strong, came bounding along they trip­ 
ped and fell under the fire of marksmen 
within the fort. Benjamin’s battery and 
detachments from the One Hundredth 
Pennsylvania, Seventy-ninth New York 
highlanders and Twentieth Michigan 
constituted the guardians of the bastion. 
In spite of the mishap at the wires

Orders 
to retreat were given before the line 
was annihilated, but the officers who 
attempted to repeat them along the 
ranks were killed before they could 
make the orders heard. The Georgians 
swept on over the prostrate zouaves, 
and the color bearer mounted one of the 
guns and waved his battleflag to cheer 
on the handful remaining. 
Closing up its gaping ranks, the regi­ 
ment dashed on to a second battery. 
The indomitable color bearer, Sergeant 
Weems, led the column and was shot 
down within 40 paces of the second row 
of guns. Two others fell in attempting 
to keep the flag afloat. Blindly rushing 
on, the Georgians found themselves 
alone in the midst of two Federal regi­ 
ments. Colonel Wofford withdrew his 
remnant to the old line. Lieutenant 
Colonel Ruff and the major had been 
wounded. The loss in the ranks that 
day was 87 killed and 87 wounded. The 
most of this occurred in the struggle 
with the zouaves. 
Two weeks after Manassas Hood’s di­ 
vision, together with Stonewall Jack­ 
son's old command, bore the brunt of 
the terrible fighting between the east 
and west woods at Antietam. The space 
between these two pieces of woods in 
front of Dunker church was partly pas­ 
ture and meadow, partly stubble and 
partly covered with tall standing corn— 
that is, the corn was standing when the 
battle opened. After successive charges 
by the Federal divisions of Meade and

utes each. Thursday’s session con­ 
tinued for more than six hours, the res­ 
olution being under discussion through­ 
out practically the entire session.

Daniel (dem., Va.) made a legal argu­ 
ment in support of the pending resolu­ 
tion, holding that the law never con­ 
templated giving to the government’s 
creditor the option as to the kind of 
money 
• was to be paid. 
Mr. Lodge (rep., Mass.) said he had 
always be< i an international bimetal- 
list and was one now. 
He held, how­ 
ever, that the country was confronted 
with tw’o propositions, one cf which It 
would have to accept—either the ex­ 
isting gold 
standard 
must be main­ 
tained or the country must authorize 
free silver coinage. The latter alterna­ 
tive means, said he. the disappearance 
of gold from circulation and the plac­ 
ing of the country upon a silver basis. 
Mr. Lodge declared that any change in 
the monetary standard would fall with 
dire results upon the masses of the 
people. 
Mr. Lindsay (Dem., Kv.) followed in 
support of the resolution. He held that 
it wras not bad faith on the part of the 
government to pay obligations in any 
money authorized by law. 
In a collo­ 
quy between Mr. Lindsay and Mr. Cat­ 
tery the latter declared: 
“The govern- 
i ment is morally bound to pay its obli­ 
gations in the best money. 
If gold

New York, J£ln. 28.—The third 
an­ 
nual banquet of the National Associa­ 
tion of Manufacturers of 
the United 
States, which 
took 
place 
Thursday 
night at the Waldorf-Astoria hotel, 
was one of the largest and most elab­ 
orate affairs of the kind ever given in 
this city. One thousand guests 
were 
seated at the tables. 
At 10:30 o’clock Warner Miller rap­ 
ped for order. He said there was noth­ 
ing political in the organization. The 
chief end of the organization, he de­ 
clared, was to extend the commerce of 
the United States abroad. 
Mr. Miller 
then introduced Theodore C. Search, 
president of the association, who spoke 
briefly. 
The wildest 
enthusiasm 
prevailed 
when President McKinley was intro­ 
duced. The president spoke slowly and 
was plainly heard in every portion of 
the hall. He said in part: 
“National policies can encourage in­ 
dustry and commerce, but it remains 
for the people to project and 
carry 
them on. 
If these policies stimulate 
industrial development and energy, the 
people can be safely trusted to do the 
rest. 
“The government can aid commerce, 
but not create it. 
It can widen 
an<^ i 
deepen its rivers, improve its harbors 
and develop its great national water­ 
ways, but the ships to sail and 
the 
traffic to carry the people must supply. 
Much profitable trade is 
still 
unen­ 
joyed by our people because of their 
present insufficient facilities for reach­ 
ing desirable markets. We must know 
just what other people want before we 
can supply their wants. We must un­ 
derstand exactly how to reach them 
with least expense if we would enter 
into the most advantageous business 
relations with them. 
“There is another duty resting upon 
the 
national 
government—‘to 
coin 
money and regulate the value thereof.* 
This duty requires that our government 
shall regulate the value of its money 
by the highest standards of commercial 
honestly and national honor. 
“The money of the United States is 
and forever must be unquestioned and 
unassailable. 
If doubts remain they 
must be removed. Nothing should ev­ 
er tempt us—nothing ever will tempt 
us—to scale down the sacred debt of 
the nation through a legal technical­ 
ity.

Chicago, Jan. 28.—The executive offi­ 
cers of the Miners’ union and repre­ 
sentatives of the operators in the vari­ 
ous states met yesterday to decide on 
the figures that will govern the rate 
for mining in the various states dur­ 
ing the coming year, and it is the gen­ 
eral belief that their final report will 
he satisfactory to all concerned. 
The differential and the mining price 
in Illinois, according to the report,-will 
be as follows, the figures given being 
for mine run; 
Danville, the govern­ 
ing point, will have a price of 40 cents 
a ton; Streator field, 47 cents; thin- 
vein coal. 63 cents; Wilmington field, 
68 cents; Springfield, 40.7 cents. Along 
the line of the Chicago & Alton rail­ 
road from Chatham to Carlinville, the 
rate is to be made 40 cents; at As­ 
sumption and in the long wall mines, 
64 cents; at Glen Carbon, 40 cents; for 
Duquoin, Sandoval and the Wilming­ 
ton Coal company, 36 cents; for the 
Peoria district, 45 cents; at Rock Isl­ 
and and Mercer county, 47 cents; for 
the long-wall mines in the Peoria dis­ 
trict, 63 cents, and at Mount Olive, 37 
cents.
